Thomas Boniface stayed 
here from 1878 to 1924; Dr. M, Frost from 1924 to 1962; and Canon G. H. Palmer from 
1963 to 1978. It is no wonder that many were surprised to hear that George Palmer 
was retiring at the same age as most other men nowadays. Vicars, like babbling 
brooks, are somehow expected to go on for ever. (Perhaps we are more like brooks 
than we think. Ccrtainiy many of us do not dry up easily.) 


The fact is that the vicar is very much part of the permanent parish scene. He is 
expected to know ail about the church building as soon as he arrives. He is expected 
to know all about families, from babies not yet christened to great grandparents 

rot yot buricd, He is connected with the school, the almshouses, the Holly Tree 
bungalows, «vo. the Deddington News. He is not restricted in his interests to paid 
up merbors cf she Church cf England. He is at the beck and call of anyone, not only 
the citizens «of Deddington, but also the passing traveller. 


These exvectations warm me. We all like to be wanted. The expectations are also 
humbling, Th parson cannot do all that is asked of him. He is unlikely to be a 
first class to .cher, preacher, visitor, administrator, financier, journalist, father, 
priest, guide, philosopher and friend. He is, however, around. He lives on the 
premises. He is available to all and sundry who have reason to seek him. - 


George Herbert, the 17th century author of "King of Glory, King of Peace", wrote 
that the parish of the country parson is "all his joy and thought". So be it.

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NOTES ON THE DECEMBER AND JANUARY PARISH COUNCIL MEETINGS 


Think yourselves very lucky to have any report at all of the proceedings of the 
honourable gentelemen of the Parish Council. I think it‘s a plot to freeze out 
public, press and all but the most hardy species. Those with their posteriors 
nearest the heater can scoff, but if this weather goes on, meetings will be over in 
ten minutes and round the back for the brandy lads. Anyway business did proceed 
and even thecugh my pen siezed up halfway and I sunk slowly into my wellies, I think 
~T got the gist of what floated across. the frozen ether..... 


CASTLE GROUNDS: the earth surrounding the ocean wave which had been worn away, has 
been built up again, courtesy of Michael O'Neill. The new swing seat will be fixed 
by Monty Spencer, so the play equipment is good for another season. Thanks were 
recorded to the Council members for carrying out the work and so saving the Council 
considerable ©xpense. 


The dangercus logs ,on Castle End ground have still not been made safe despite letters 
from the Council to the landowners, M-. and Mrs. Robins. The Council is worried 

that the lozs mignt topple and roll down the bank, injuring children playing near. 
Urgent advice and instruction is being sought first from Cherwell District Council's 
Environmentsl Health Dept., because of the safety aspect, and then from the Legal 
Department. . 


TREE PLANTING: Mx. John Scott has carried out a detailed and comprehensive survey 
of all the hae in Deddington, Clifton and Hempton, their type, age and siting. 

(A descriptive report will appear in our March issue, with recommendations via 
following issue). Mr. Scott is drawing up a replanting scheme which, it is recom- 
mended, should be put into effect in November 1979. Cherwell D. Council should be 
able to provide the trees, stakes and guards. What Deddington will have to contri= 
bute is the manpower to do the planting and maintenance over the next 2-3 years. 

Mr. Scott suggested that organisations should get together small tree planting groups 
and anyone interested in helping should contact John Scott at The ees Philcote 
Street. 


Meanwhile the trees supplied by Oxdrdshire C.C. have arrived. They are barely two 
feet high and much too tender to be planted out. Roger Gardner is to provide a 
nursery area for the trees to be grown on. 


LIGHTING: The Council agreed to Mr. Stevens' proposal that the north side of 

Hempton Road should have an extra footpath light in the dark area between Manor 

Farm and the entrance to The Daedings, The cost of installing a new light and moving 
two others to allow more even spacing is being investigated. 


Country View, Clifton (the new Techomes development): an application for an alter= 
ation to ae e design of the footpath lighting was turned down on the grounds that the 
"globe" design is not in keeping with the immediate environment. The lights on the 
new estate are to be of the photocell type and will serve as a model to help the 
Council judge whether a changeover to this kind of lighting is desirable for the 
whole of the parish. 


Scouting: The Council is still not happy about the standard of "scouting" operated 
by the S.H.R8. There is nowhere near enough time allowed for the fortnightly inspec- 
tion. Consequently several lights around the Parish are out for far longer than 
they should be, and the Council is investigating the cost of employing our own scout. 


WINDMILL HALL: The County Council has at last said it has no further use for the 
site and our Council has confirmed its interest. No figures have yet been mentioned 
but Deddington has staked its claim, without prejudice, in the future of the ‘hall, 
tennis courts and parking area. 


PRECEPT: Figures for the 1979-80 precept were approved by Council. These will 
levy a 2p Parish ppecd

ST. VALENTINE 'S DAY 


St. Valentine's Day, the 14th of February. Everyone knows the date. In fact, with © 
Christmas Day it is the only date in the calendar you can still mention by rs 
Church name and be sure that people will know when you mean. Which, since for 
centuries Valentine's Day seems to have been a specially English custom, might 

lead you to suppose that the English are uniquely religious and passionate. 


English girls used to be renowned all over Europe for the second quality. A 15th 
century Italian visitor commented: "The English women are very violent in their 
passions, When the guests arrive at an inn, the hostess comes out with her whole 
family to receive them, and they have to kiss her and all the others." The Dutch 
Renaissance scholar Erasmus was bowled over on his visits to England by "the 
goddess girls, divinely fair. They come to see you and drink your health in kisses; 
wherever you go the world is full of kisses waiting." A censorious German however 
was shocked to observe the English kissing in the street and even in the Church. 


As John Donne, Dean of St. Paul's and poet, knew, St. Valentine's was the day when 
the birds of the air chose their mates. Some believed that the first person you 
met on Valentine's morning was fated to be your marriage partner. Buta bit of 
witchcraft could help. Here's a formula from the 1750s. "The night before St, 
Valentine, I got five bayleaves and pinned four to the corners of my pillow and the 
fifth to the middle. Betty said if I then dreamed of my sweetheart we should be 
married before the year was out. But to make it more sure I boiled an egg hard and 
took out the yolk and filled it with salt and when I went to bed ate it, shell and 
all, without speaking or drinking after. I lay abed and shut my eyes all morning 
until my man came to our house for I would not have seen another man before him for 
all the world." 


But the "true and proper ceremony" of St. Valentine's Day was as follows. "An 
equal number. of maids and bachelors each write their true or pretended name on 
slips of paper which they roll up and draw by way of lots so that each of the young 
men lights upon a girl that he calls his Valentine and each of the girls upon a 
young man whom she calls hers. The man sticks faster to the Valentine that has 
fallen to: him than the Valentine to whom he has fallen. They give treats to their 
mistresses and this little sport often ends in love." 


Sam Weller recommended, “never sign a Valentine with your own name.” But Samuel 
Pepys records for the year 1667: "This morning Will Mercer came up to my wife's 
bedside to. be her Valentine and brought her name written upon blue paper in gold 
letters, done by himself very pretty; and we were both well pleased with it." 
Pepys continues, a little testily, "I am also this year my wife's Valentine, and 
it will cost me £5", The same day the Duke of York gave the celebrated beauty 
Miss Stuart a ring worth £800 as a Valentine present. 


By the 1860s St. Valentine's was "a much degenerated festival, confined very much 
to the humbler classes." It was "heralded by the appearance in the print sellers ' 
Windows of single sheets of post paper, bearing some ridiculous caricature of the 
male or femaie figure with a few burlesque verses below. More rarely the print is 
of a sentimental kind. The newspapers record that the London postmen delivered so 
many hundred thousand more letters on that day. than they usually do. Such is 
nearly the whole extent of the observances now made of St. Valentine’s day.” 

Deary me! what would St. Valentine himself think of it all? A humble Roman priest 
martyred rather messily by being beaten with clubs and then beheaded, he no doubt 
feels that no fate, even “observances by the humbler classes", could be worse than 
his death, But just how he ever got involved with the birds and the nglish is one 
of those lovely mysteries of history.

At 4,45 a.m. on Wednesday 17th-January-my Wife and I were woken by a persistent 
ringing of the front door bell. Who could be ringing at that time in the night? 
Have I lockcd a guest out? Surely nobody would expect accommodation at that time 
of night, a.though it has happened nearly as late as that? I suppose I'd better go 
down or he ‘1i wexe the whole house. I approached the front door considering what 
sarcastic coment I would make to the ringer. I was confronted by two soldiers and 
I noticed “com their cap badges that they were in the Royal Corps of Signals. My 
wrath ebbel 2 bit as I recollected my two years of service in Signals. However, I 
did not ha.« much time for reminiscing as they were obviously in a hurry about 
something. 


There was « car on fire behind the Guest House and I had better ring for the Fire 
Brigade an had I an extinguisher as they had just emptied theirs on it to no effeci. 
I passed cus a dvy powder extinguisher and dialled 999, The call was quickly 
answered ec then the soldiers were back for another extinguisher. I handed out 

the COg this time and was warned that the fire was increasing and seemed likely 

to reach vi.0 fucl tank very soon. I next roused all the guests, we had seven at 

the time, «rd they assembled in the lounge. Jean got our eight year old son, Peter, 
up. One of the guests soon discovered that it was his car that was burning! Three 
water exticsuishers went out to the soldiers who were now getting the fire a little 
controlled. 


Albert Humphries of the Fire Service, living opposite, received a call on his 
alerter vie. the G.P.0. and the Kidlington Fire Headquarters - an elaborate way to 
knock youx neighbour up! As he left his house he could see the flames and smoke 
which apperced to be coming from the back of the Guest House. He did not need to 
be told wheve the fire was, Within six minutes the Deddington Fire engine was on 
the scene end for the first time in their lives Donna and Mark Humphries were able 
to watch their Daddy fighting a fire. 


The soldiexs took a well earned breather and came in for a cup of tea. They had 
had an eventful journey from London on their way to Birmingham, as they had earlier 
had troubie with their own car. 


The six fizsmen: Brian Franklin, Albert Humphries, Clifford Harper, John Haynes, 
Geoff Midd: ston and Val Smith, dealt with the car, which now had fifty gallons of 
water spray-.d onto it. We are very grateful for their prompt action as the car 
was parked close up to the workshop doors for protection against frost and those 
doors Would have made an easy entry for the fire into the house. I learned later 
that the f.cl tank was three-quarters full! 


At nearly 6.00 a.m. it seemed hardly worth going back to bed as I would be up at 
6.30 to st-xt the early breakfasts. Hartwells towed away the remains of the car, 
a year old .axi, in the afternoon and I cleared up the mess. The car had been 
parked at 11,30 p.m. and two guests who drove in alongside it at 11.45 p.m. saw 
nothing wrceng, so why it burst into flames five hours later is a mystery. We 
shall not ollow parking so close to the house again ~- it's easy to be wise after 
the event.
